Baron Charles Hardinge, vice- 
roj of India, was wounded in 
tbe shoulder; 
one attendant 


was Instantly killed and anoth- 
er wonnded eight times by & 
bomb thrown by a native from 
the 
housetop 
today, 
which 


struck the howdah of the vice- 
regel elephant on which Lord 
and Lady Hardinge «ere en- 
tering India's new capital. The 
assassin escaped. 


Lady Hardinge, prostrated by the 


shock, was unhurt and recovered 
sufficiently to accompany her hus- 
band to the hospital. 


Surgeons said his wounds 
was 


baot dangerous. 


At tne request of Lord Hardinge, 


the procession continued on to the 
Delhi fort where Sir Gny Douglas 
Arthur Fleetwood, finance meniber 
of the council of Indiass. held' the 


There It was revealed that his la- 
jury wan not dangerous. Ihe bomb, 
apparently, had been filled with Ir- 
regularly shaped steel missiles and 
one of these had 
penetrated

vice regal's shoulder.

Lord Hardinge was elevated to 


the peerage shortly after he suc- 
ceeded the Eart of Minto last sum- 
mer as viceroy of India. He is 52 
years old. 


They were received at the main 


station by commander In chief Qen. 
Sir O'Moore Creagh, and mounted 
on a magnificient state elephant, 
were on their way to the 
Delhi 


'fort. 


The streets were lined with eager 


crowds, and it was an easy matter 
for the assassin to find an oppor- 
tunity for his wort. 
As Lord and 


Lady Hardinge were bowing to the 
cheering people, the bomb was hurl- 
ed from the top of a house. 
The 


Infernal machine struck the corner 
of the jeWeled howdat and there 
Was a deafening report, following 
by wild cries and the utmost ex- 
citement. The explosion shattered 
the howdah and knocked the ele- 
phant to the paTement. The dead 
attendant, who d moment 
before 


bad been holding a sunstiade over 
the vice regal pair, pitched to the 
street. 


The viceroy fell to the floor of 


the bowdaii and it was rumored he 


was killed, while

mge prostrated by 
the

though unhurt, fell In a faint be- 
siiip her husband. 


Lady Hardinge quicklv was re-

Thousands of natives were at the 


railway station to meet the Har- 
dinges who were receives in state 
by tbe commander in chief, British 
officials and a host of native princes 
in costly and vivid array. 


Mounted oa the state elephan 


which, waa decked with sliver and 
gold trappings, the finest Bilks, sat 
ins and jewels, and followed by the 
princes, each on his own gorgeous 
ly caparisoned elephant, the vice- 
roy set out for Delhi where he was 
to rpcelve the allegiance of the na- 
tive rulers. 


The house tops all along the way 


were filled with men, women anc 
children eager to see the procession 
and for that reason the 
assassin 


aroused no suspicion, and in the 
rush of people from tbe roofs, he 
had no difficulty in getting away. 


ONLY FLESH WOUND. 


After the wound in bis aboulder 


was dressed. Lord 
Hardinge was 


removed to the ^ice regal lodge, ac- 
companied by Lady Hardinge 
who 


had not left her husband since tie 
bomb was thrown. Physicians said 
that the wound was only of 
the 


flesh and not of serious consequen- 
ces, except that tetanus 
must be 


guarded against
